Speaking to more than 800 employes at two 
special meetings, Civiletti said, “I condemn 
, j*'?™ l.v those few who have caused these 
, leaks and violated the trust placed in them.” 

He said he was convinced that 99.9 percent 
of department employes did not violate the 
tegulations against leaking such information. 

He specifically cited the leaks in the KBI's 
AlMcam political corruption investigation 
that has implicated eight members of Con- 
gress. Their names have been published on 

, J asis °[ leaked information, although 
no charges have been brought against them.
